90 and registered A / D notice was issued to the parties. In pursuance to the 
said notice , the parties put in their appearance.

“ Unclaimed , return to sender" . The Party II stated that it had learnt that the 
Party I had left for gulf countries for better prospects. The Party II 
contended that since the Party I had not reported for work when employ 
ment was offered to him , he is not entitled for re-employment now .

5. Issue No. 1... After the issues were framed , the case was fixed for 
the evidence of the Party 1. However, the case was adjourned on several 
occasions at the request of Party I on one ground or the other. Adv. Shri 
Raju Mangueshkar , representing the Party I filed an application on 
20-11-95 alongwith the copy of the registered A / D notice and the A / D 
card praying that he be allowed to withdraw his appearance on behalf of 
the Party I from the case . The application was allowed and Adv. Shri Raju 
Mangueshkar was discharged from appearing on behalf of the Party I 
since he had given proper notice to the Party I. Thereafter , two more op 
portunities were given to the Party I to lead evidence. However, on both 
the dates of hearing i. e. on 20-10-95 and 8-1-96 the Party I remained 
absent and hence his evidence was closed on 8-1-96 . The reference of th 
dispute has been made by the Governmentat instance of the Party I since 
he challenged the action of the Party II in terminating his services w . e. f. 
12-7-1989, and as such Industrial Dispute was raised . The Bombay High 
Court in the case of V.N.S. Engg. Services V /s Industrial Tribunal,Goa , 
Daman and Diu and another reported in FJR , Vol. 71 page 393 has held 
that there is nothing in the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 that indicates a 
departure from the general rule that he who approaches a Court for a relief 
should prove his case i. e . the obligation to lead evidence to establish an 
allegation , the test being that he who does not lead evidence must fail. 
The Bombay High Court further held that the Party who raises the 
industrialdispute is bound to prove the contentions raised by him and an 
Industrial Tribunal or Labour Court would be erring in placing the burden 
of proof on the other Party to the dispute . The Allahabad High Court has 
also laid down the same principles in the case of V : K : Raj Industries 
v/s Labour Court (I) and others reported in 1981 (29 ) FLR 194. The High 
Court has held that the proceedings before the Industrial Courtare judicial 
in nature even though the Indian Evidence Act is not applicable to the 
proceedings before the Industrial Court,but the principles underlying the 
said Act are applicable . The High Court further held that it iswell settled 
that if a Party challenges the validity of an order if no evidence is 
produced , the Party invoking the jurisdiction must fail , and the dispute 
referred by the Government cannot be answered in favour of the workman 
and he will not be entitled to any relief. I am in respectful agreement with 
this decision of the Allahabad High Court. In the present case , since the 
dispute was raised by the Party I , the burden was on him to prove that the 
action of the Party II in terminating his services was illegal and unjusti 
fied . However , the Party I, inspite ofbeing given several opportunities to 
lead evidence did not do so . Therefore , there is no material before me to 
hold that the action of the Party II in terminating the services of the Party 
I is illegal and unjustified . Applying the law laid down by the Bombay 
High Court in the case of V. N. S. Engineering Services (Supra ) and by 
the Allahabad High Court in the case of V.K.Raj Industries ( Supra ) in the
